ANNOUNCE VERDICT. 


The announcement that the jury had 


ru-riverl at a verdict was made at 8:45 
o'clock.

notified and Sheriff Clark received a tel- 
ephone message from ^tho cleric ol the 
court to bring John Dietz Into the court- 
room.

Dickinson of Tennessee will be succeeded 
as Secretary of War in the Taft Cabinet 
by Henry L,. Stlmson of New York. The 
announcement of the resignation of the 
Secretary and the' selection of Stimson 
aa his successor was made;at the White 
House last niffht..- Dickinson's - resigna- 
tion will become effective immediately 
upon the. qualification of Stlmson. 
The 


understanding here is that Stimson will 
take the oath -of -office and enter upon 
his new duties the 'latter-part' of'. next 
week. . Taft will confer with Stimson 
In New York on Sunday, when the-exact 
date of the change will be determined. 


The resignation of Dickinson marks 
the second break in the Taft Cabinet. 
Dickinson gives business reasons as his 
-motive for retiring from • the 
Cabinet. 


"While there have been 
reports 
from 


time to time in the last year- that he 
Contemplated returning to private 
life, 


the official announcement of his resig- 
nation came as a surprise 
to official 


and political Washington. 


It was explained in behalf of Dickin- 


son that most of his private fortune is 
Invested in a coal 
company in Ten- 


nessee. The concern was recently placed 
In the hands of a receiver, and In order 
to better protect his 
interests he dev- 


termined to resign. It is his purpose to 
return to his home In Tennessee. 


Secretary Dickinson 
will 
go yto his 


Tennessee home immediately upon the 
qualification of his successor. 
He ex- 


pects to devote his attention to busi- 
ness, and will not return1 to" the prac- 
tice of law, In which he was engaged

Madero army, headed by Orozco ^himself. A denjand was made upon 
Provisional President Madero for food and money for his ragged, 
hungry soldiers: Madero was unable to satisfy these demands at 
the time, but his "'explanations ^were peremptorily thrown aside by 
the belligerent leader, Orozco, arid his followers and Madero was de- 
clared .under arrest Finally the matter was settled by Madero prom- 
ising that the immediate needs of the soldiers would be attended 
to, and the insurrectos who had gathered by the hundreds around 
headquarters'dispersed. 


OFFICERS VIOLATE PAROLES. 


Trouble has been brewing ever since it became known yester- 


day that a number of officers in the Federal-forces at Juarez had vio- 
lated their paroles and come to the American side. V/ithout funds, 
practically without food supplies, this was the last straw to the 
backs of Orozco and his followers, who had -been much dissatisfied 
over the manner in which Madero had followed up the hard-fought 
victory of Juarez, in appointing 'cabinet officers with whom, they 
asserted, he consulted .over state matters in preference to his* army 
officers and his apparent neglect of the actual needs of his followers.''

May IS.—With only 200 men under his 
command, unless reinforcements hasten- 
ing to his assistance arrive in time, Col- 
onel Pedro O,1eda must give successful 
battle to the Insurrectos to prevent Her- 
mosillo, the capital of Sonora and the 
largest city in northwestern Mexico fall- 
ing into their hands. 


To add to the difficulties of his situa- 


tion, the city is poorly fortified. 
There 


are 
no surrounding trenches. 
To tne 


southwest there Is a hill, at the base of 
which Is the barracks in which the gar- 
rison Is quartered. 
Up the hill from the 


barracks Is the penitentiary and beyond 
it the city water works. 


DEFENSE IS POOR. 


The hill lg defended with two rapid- 


fire guns. 
They present the only de- 


fense to the threatened attack. If the hill 
be captured by the rebels the control of 
the water supply would fall Into 
their 


hands. 


The federal troops nearest the city, at 


last reports, were the command of Gen- 
eral Ix>renzo Torres and consisted of five 
troops of cavalry, numbering about 500 
men. 
These were then at La Colorada 


mining camp, about SO miles to the south- 
east of Hermosillo. It. is probable that 
this command is on the way to. the sup- 
port of Ojoda.

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The Passing of Dickinson. 


The retirement of Jacob M. Dickinson from the President's 


cabinet will occasion less surprise than his appointment. 
Why 'he 


was ever made Secretary of War has never been explained. He had 
no special fitness for the job. He brought no element of strength to 
the support of the President, he placated no resentments nor did he 
satisfy any geographical craving. As a factor in politics he.was ab- 
solutely unknown till the President appointed him Secretary of 
War. 
"

Mo satisfactory reason for that appointment has ever been 


given. From the standpoint of party pplitics.it weakened the Pres- 
ident without affording compensation in any other direction. Mr. 
Dickinson has shown no special knowledge of military matters. He 
is an eminent and talented railroad lawyer, but no military expert. 
His career in the cabinet has not been brilliant. His administra- 
tion of the War Department has followed routine lines. It 'has been 
tlean and respectable—nothing more. 


Mr. Dickinson's appointment did not appeal to the sentiment 


and imagination of the South. He was not a Southern leader nor 
was he in accord with popular sentiment south of the Ohio. True, 
he is a native of Tennessee, but he had.so long been a -resident of 
Chicago that he was essentially a man of the Middle Northwest. 
He belonged to the old Locofoco wing of the Southern Democracy 
that followed Palmer and Buckner in the campaign of 1896. 
He 


represented the South neither in sentiment nor politics. 


Of course the President gained nothing by putting. Mr. Dickin- 


son at the head of the War Department. His presence among the 
President's official advisers broke the political solidarity of the cabi- 
net and was an element of discord in discussing matters having a 
bearing on domestic politics. If .Mr. Dickinson was not in 'accord 
with the political sentiment dominant in the South he did not agree 
with the President and his colleagues in the cabinet. 


He swelled the number of lawyers in a cabinet already over- 


loaded with legal talent.. There was Knox, Nagel, Wickersham and 
Ballinger, all representing the conservative forces of society, and 
Dickinson was not needed to supply~either legal knowledge or bring 
conservative support to the administration. 


The country is still at a loss to account for Dickinson. It will 


not be surprised that he has retired from the cabinet nor greatly 
regret his return to private life. The surprise i? that ^he remained 
in the cabinet so long.

The cabinet change caused by 'the retirement of Dickinson has 


strengthened the President politically... An element of weakness has 


. been exchanged for an element of strength. 
The President has 


been given an opportunity to compose the dissension which has 
rent the Republican party in New York. Henry L,. Stimson, who 
succeeds Dickinson, represents the radical wing of the party in the 
Empire State, while Mr. Millington, who has been appointed As- 
sistant Secretary of the Treasury, is a member of the conservative 
faction. Thus the President has given substantial recognition to 
both wings of the party and established a basis for working har- 
mony- 
. 


But why Dickinson? The mystery of his appointment is as in- 


scrutable as ever. 


Our esteemed contemporary, the San Francisco Chronicle; fears 


that reciprocity with Canada will make free traders .of the farmers 
of the Middle West. We think the" fear is unfounded. It can.no't 
be possible that American producers who sell their surplus to Europe 
in open competition with Canada can be injured in their home mar- 
ket by the same competition. The State of Iowa produces three times 
as much corn as is produced in the entire Dominion, and Iowa exports 
corn to Europe. How is Iowa to be injured by competing at home 
with a country which it successfully competes with abroad? How- 
ever, if the farmers of the Middle West should be injured'by the 
reciprocity agreement they will not turn to free trade as a relief. 
Rather will they return to protection with greater enthusiasm and 
devotion. Reciprocity is only an experiment at best, and can be 
terminated.by either party after a brief trial. Let us»try the thing 
out, and then we will be in a position to determine from the results 
of actual experience the merits of the proposition. 


It is just beginning to dawn upon the. Democrats "of the South 


that their free list tariff programme is in the interest of 'New Eng- 
land which is hopelessly Republican and devoted to manufacturing. 
New England wants cheap food and free raw materials. The South 
and West produce food and raw materials.. 


The people of Berkeley made a mistake in voting down the 


bonds for a garbage crematory.. In their cooler moments they will' 
regret doing so, for sooner or later they will be compelled to do just 
what they have just refused to do. There is a. growing protest 
against clumping garbage in the ocean outside the Heads, and this 
protest Oakland as \vell as Berkeley will be forced to Jieed. Some 
other method of garbage disposal will have to be devised, and cre- 
mation seems to be the only alternative iri sight. It-'has-been pro- 
posed to transport garbage by rail to dumping grounds in distant 
marshes, but this proposed method lias never.found.favor, being re- 
garded merely as a temporary expedient. Erecting-crematories will 
permanently settle the question, and the sooner they are'erected 
"the better. When cremation is provided for, more sanitary methods 
of collection and transportation can be devised. At present our 
methods of collection and transportation are as crude and insani- 
tary as the method of disposal is objectionable. Political chagrin 
should not have prompted the people of Berkeley to vote down so 
meritorious a project as garbage cremation.

DEADLOCK POSSIBLE. 


.The city council must fix the water 


rates before July 1, and the company 
Was ask<ed f or . an abrogation of 
its 


agreement by which the rates were 
not to be raised above the charges 
rna.de June 30, 1011, for the follow- 
ing years. If the council insists upon 
the old agreement, reached between 
President Ben H. Pendleton for the 
city and Louis Titus for the water 
company four yeasr ago, and 
the 


company persists In its demand for 
tin increase in the rates a deadlock 
will be reached. 


In case of such a deadlock, there j 


are but two solutions possible, one 
lying in recourse to a lengthy and ex- 
ne^sive legal war in the courts, and 
the other being the reopening of the 
project to purchase the Oakland di- 
vision of the water system for the 
city, that the municipality may go 
Into the business of providing water 
for Its citizens. 


In several addresses during the cam- 


paign Just concluded, Mayor Mott spoke 
in .favor of municipal 
control 
of 
the 


•water supply. H-e declared at that time 
that If an adequate supply of pure water 
for the city should be obtained at a reas- 
onable price. It would prove a great 'sav- 
ing to the community to acquire such a 
plant. He said that he would be strong- 
ly in favor of such a proposition, 
but 


- that if the ;xlce were unreasonable, the. 
people would be forced to pay so much j 
for tho Initial acquisition of the plant 
that tho desired benefits of decreased 
water rates would not accrue, and the 
project would be an unprofitable one.

The proceedings for fixing the rates 


for the coming fiscal year 1911-1012 were 
commenced by the city council several 
months ago, but at the request of the 
Peoples Water 'company action was de- 
ferred from week to week. At a recent 
meeting the company asked that in fix- 
ing tho rates an allowance 
should 
be 


made for the deterioration of the plant, 
and presented a voluminous report con- 
tafnlng over 5000 mathematical computa- 
tions showing the exact condition and 
value of the Oakland division at the 
present time.

-MANY WOULD SERVE. 


There. are hundreds of people 
in 
this city'who would be 'greatly, pleased 
to serve on a board of this kind and 
there is no doubt that the mayor will 
have excellent material from which 
to make his selections. 
Some weeks, 


however, will have to elapse before 
the selections can be finally made, be- 
cause the mayor has a great deal on 
his hands and because, also, he de- 
sires to secure the best people- possi- 
ble for .the positions.- 


Of the first members of the board 


of directors, one member will be ap- 
pointed for two years, another rfo 
three, a third for four, a fourth for 
five and a fifth for six. Within ' a 
month of the expiration of each of 
said terms, the mayor is to appoint a 
successor.

' The new board will have for its 
JmmedlEite charge, the present library 
at Grove and Fourteenth street and 
the municipal museum which .was es- 
tablished' "by Mayor "Mott" and which 
is. now one of the attractions of the 
city, for people of refined taste and 
studious temperament, on the west- 
ern shore of Lake Merritt. 
In. this 
structure there aer thousands of rel- 
ics: of, past ages, but in a special man- 
ner of the colonial period in Amer- 
ica. 


PLAYGROUND DIRECTORS. 


Another body which will have,to be 


appointed by the mayor is a board of 
playground directors. 
Although the. 


idea of public playgrounds was sug- 
gested in this city under earlier ad- 
ministrations, it was not until Mayor 
Mott asumed the reins of govern- 
ment that anything was done to put 
the idea into practice. 
There 
are 


now several such places of recreation 
in this city and the heartiness, with 
which they are appreciated by young 
people is proof of the fact that the 
administration has.-suplied a feature 
which 'is bound to increase in popu- 
larity as time passes. 


This 
board 
will

The new charter makes provisions 


for a board .of park directors which 
is to consist of three members 
the 


term, of

is to serve for only two1, one^fdr four 
and the third for six years. The suc- 


cessor, la to be apointed -within one 
month of tho expiration of'each term.

Although the office of city auditor 
is under the .control of the council, 
there Is good reason to believe that 
there will be no change there in the 
attaches, for the reason that Auditor 
Gross, 'who was re-elected by a great 
majority, Is desirous of retaining the 
men who have been associated with 
him/for a number of years, all of 
whom are experts in their 
several 


lines of work. 


It is: also believed that J. B; Greer, 


the present city wharfinger; John F\ 
Towle,' the- present building Inspector; 
.William Franke," the. license' inspeqt- 
x>r';'Dr. Pauline'Nusbaumer, the bac- 
teriologist; Stewart Gemmel,' sanitary 
iinspector, and Dr. Archibald, market 
and meat inspector, will all be re- 
appointed. .There- Is^some reason to 
feel that there will be oposition ex- 
pressed to the reapointment of the 
last 
mentioned on the part of the 


butchers of this city because of the

Tid of tho trench to within eleven feet 
nf the depth necessary to be attained to 
begin laying the foundation of the rein- 
forced concrete structure which will rest 
on hardp.-m bottom, thirty feet below or- 
dinary low tide level. The total depth of 
tho trench from the surface of the ground 
will be. when finished, about forty-two 
feet. 
The trench between the walls of 


timber supporting the surfa.ce foundation 
of mud and sand is forty feet In width. 
I-fardpan was reached at a depth of less 
than twenty feet. At that point the trench 
has been contracted to twenty-five feet In 
width, which leaves a bench about seven 
feet "wide on each side. 


PROTECT TRENCH. 


As the Iiardpan is firm enough to be 


polf sustaining, these benches serve as 
buttresses to protect the trench proper 
from any possible sliding in of the twenty 
foot upper ground. Once the lower level 
of the trench Is reached the work of ex- 
cavation will proceed with much greater 
rapidity than it has been doing since the 
hydraulic motor began to be operated. 


The hardpan furnishes an Ideal foun- 


dation for the base of the quay wall, bo- 
Ing as firm and unyielding as solid rock.

SAiSTTA ' ANA, May. 13.—The charred 


torso of Edward Teneyck lies In the 
morgue because 'Teneyck rushed into his 
burning home to get a pocketbook, which 
at the time -was in the possession of his 
brother outside the home. 


In his frenzied search for the pocket- 


book the man jerked a bureau from its 
place, and when he tried to leave the 
room he found the door blocked by the 
bureau. Overcome by smoke and heat, he 
could not get away and ha fell to be 
burned to death. 


When the fife ceased and the ruins 


were searched, the headless and limbless 
body, a blackened mass of charred flesh, 
was found. Not until all hope of rescuing 
Edward was gone did the brother remem- 
ber that the pocketbook sought by Ed- 
ward was in a pocket of the clothes worn 
by Simeon. It contained a small amount 
of money. 


Edward Teneyck and his brother Sim- 


eon lived in a cloth-lined house a mile 
south of Anaheim. Some time after mid- 
night last night the two returned home. 
Simeon went to bed and Edward lighted 
an oil stove to cook something to eat. 
Simeon was awakened by the cries of 
Edward that the house was 'afire. Simeon 
jerked on his clothes and the two men 
ran from the blazing house. 
Once out- 


side all would have been well had not Ed- 
ward rushed inside, saying he was going 
for his pocketbook.

frOT A SET OF IDEAS. 


The "faith" of which Paul speaks is the gospel of Jesus, and that
